The French Crisis. 


The military side of the French genius, 
splendidly prompt and decisive, presents 
a curious contrast to its political side. 
After M. Ribot's position was gravely 
impaired by M. Malvy's implication 
in the affair of the Bonnet Rouge 
& reconstruction of the Cabinet became 
It was assumed that M. 
Ribot would have little difficulty in 
falfilling this task. The situation has 
produced, however, new and, to some 
extent, obscure developments, Not only is 
France still without a Ministry, but two 
of her leading statesmen have been 
obliged to make confessions of failure to 
the President. On Sunday, when NI. 
Ribot appeared to have formed a Cabinet 
without much trouble, his plans were 
suddenly upset by M. “Thomas, the 
Socialist Minister of Munitions in the late 
Cabinet. M. Thomas said that the Social- 
ists had expected a real reconstruction, 
but that. che proposed Cabinet represented 
merely a reshuffling of the old cards. The 
Socialists were tired of the nicely balanced 
grouping of interests; they wanted a 
strong Cabinet, with a strong national 
policy, and M. Ribot's arrangement would 
Socialists withdrew; but M. Ribot, ap- 
parently not much perturbed, proceeded 
to reconstruct his reconstruction. Im- 
mediately afterwards, however, his plans 
were again—~and this time final)y—upset. 
M. Painievé, who, as the late Minister of 
War, had been M. Ribot's ablest col. 
re rae a | 

to live without Socialist support, and 
acted on his conviction, M. Ribot then 


announced his to the President, 
who asked M. evé to undertake the 
task. Again the process of reconstruction 
began, and again everything seemed to be 
going smoothly. In fact, M. Painlevé had 
formed his Cabinet—which now contained, 
in addition to M. Ribot as Foreign 
Minister, a strong Socialist element 
when M. Thomas declared bluntly that 
the Socialists would refuse to work with 
M. Ribot. He retired to consult the 
Socialist leaders, who supported him, and 
M. Painlevé accepted the ultimatum. He 
informed the President of his failure 
to construct a Ministry. It was announced 
at a late hour last night that M. Poincaré 
has invited him to make another attempt. 
There can be no doubt that M. Painlevé 
was right in seeking to bring new blood 
and a more vigorous policy into the 
Cabinet. French Labour has a legitimate 
grievance in its under-representation in 
the Ministry, and M. Painlevé’s proposed 
Cabinet would not have made the Govern- 
ment more Socialist than the British 
Government is at the present time. It is 
easy to understand M. Ribot's failure, for 
his reconstruction was a case of plus ga 
change plus c'est la méme chose; but M. 
Painlevé's failure surprised most students 
of French politics. We must attribute it, on 
the whole, to the stiffening of the Socialists’ 
demands as they came to realise that their 
support was indispensable to the Govern- 
ment. M. Painlevé offered them sub- 
stantial representation in the Ministry ; 
it is probable that they calculate that, if ; 
they choose to prolong the crisis, they may 
get a still more substantial offer from the 
next Cabinet-maker. Already M. Painlevé 
seems to have accepted a rather dubious 
innovation at their hands. Hitherto no 
Socialist could become a Minister without 
the approval of the Socialist group. Now 
the “group” has decided that, before it 
permits any of its members to become a 
Minister, the Premier must discuss ques- 
tions of policy with its delegates, and that 


control over its own members in the 
Cabinet. It is obvious that, if this arrange- 
ment is accepted by the next Government, 
and if that Government contains a con- 
siderable proportion. of Socialists, the 
party will have at least its full share of 
influence in the councils of the State. We 
may suppose that, if M. Ribot's conser- 
vatism had not furnished them with an 
excuse for their revolt, the Socialists would | 
have found some other pretext; but they | 
had, of course, a personal satisfaction in 
making him the President's Jonah. If 
they succeed in excluding him from the | 
next Government, they will feel that they | 
have punished him for his refusal to issue | 
passports for the Conference at Stock- 
holm. 

This rather confusing story of political 
intrigue and personal animosity is not | 
pleasant reading for the friends of France ; | 
but her enemies will deceive — 
greatly if they allow it ta give them any | 
military encouragement. As well might | 
the Germans hope that, because English | 
Labour has its political grievances and its 
desire—in theory—for international peace 
conferences, it has relaxed its purpose to | 
win the war at any cost. France, 
like England, has her muddle-brained 
anarchists and her faimt-hearted ' pacific- | 
ists, but there, as in England, the heart | 
of Labour is absolutely sound, and its 
spirit as inflexible as that of the soldiers 
in the trenches at Verdun. We may ques 
tion the wisdom of the tactics which are 
keeping. France without a Government at 
this critical time; we need not question 
the loyalty of French Socialism, as a 
whole, not only to the Republic, but to 
the Allied cause. M. Renaudel, the 
Socialist leader, has formulated a policy 
for his party which no friend of honest 
and efficient government in France could 
hope to improve. He puts in its forefront 
the vigorous conduct of the war, and in 
the next place the purification of internal 
government. He demands honesty in the 
national services and the punishment of 
individual crime. Referring to the sinister 
relations of certain public men with dis- 
reputable adventurers, he saye—with that 
neatness of phrase which comes naturally 
to all Frenchmen, Socialist or Royalist— 
that “these individuals of the under- 
world must be removed from the country’s 
path.” It must be admitted that M. 
Renaudel's statement of policy conveys a 
just criticism of the defects of recent Ad- 
ministrations, and of the causes of the 
downfall of M. Ribot's Ministry. We

Irish Butter. 


The letter which we print today from 
Mr. R. A. Anderson, Secretary of the 
Irish Agricultural Organisation Society, 
demands the most serious attention of the 
Irish public. In it he describes in detail 
the efforts which, on behalf of the Society, 
he has made to obtain from the Food 
Controller justice for the Irish butter in- 
dustry. The wholesale price of Irish 
creamery butter is controlled; Danish 
butter, on the other hand, enjoys 
a free market. The price of the former is 
fixed at 206s. per hundredweight; the un- 
controlled price of the latter is 300s. per 
hundredweight and upwards. Mr. 
Anderson went to London last week, on the 
invitation of the Food Controller, to discuss 
with him the situation relating to supplies 
of Irish agricultural produce, and spent 
several days in the endeavour to secure 
redress of the manifestly inequitable con- 
ditions imposed on the Irish butter in- 
dustry. He urged upon the Food Con- 
troller several suggestions. He asked 
in turn that mazimum retail prices should 
be fixed for all creamery butter, Danish 
and Irish; that a mazimum retail price 
for Irish should be fixed which would 
permit of the payment of a reasonable 


charges left to adjust themselves ; or that 
the Irish price f.o.r, should be fixed at an 
equivalent to the Danish price f. o. b. 
Though he received from the Food Con- 
troller a definite assurance that within a 
fortnight middle charges would be strictly 
regulated, and a fair mazimum price fixed 
for the creameries, nothing has been done, 
Mr. Anderson found himself the only re- 
presentative of the producers present at a 
series of meetings of interested parties í 
and he brought away the impression that, 
“ while little regard was being paid to the 
interests of the producer, those of the 
im rs, wholesale merchants, and re- 
tailers were being extremely well looked 
after —an impression which is shared by 
every representative of the Irish farmer 
who has had dealings with the Food Con-

It is carried on because it fits 
in better than milk-selling or cheese-mak- 
ing with the agriéultural economy of 
mixed farming in Ireland, and it is only 
made possible by the unpaid labour of the 
farmer’s family. The farmer will not go 
on making butter when the price fixed for 
milk in England is just double what he 
can get for butter-making; he will send 
all the milk he can to England. Such ex- 
port on any considerable scale will mean 
not only the stoppage of winter dairying, 
which, after prodigious efforts, is just be- 
coming established; it will mean a very 
serious shortage of milk throughout the 
country, and a positive milk famine in 
Dublin and other large towns. The situa- 
tion which Mr. Anderson describes cannot 
possibly be left where it stands. He is a 
member of the Food Control Committee for 
Ireland, which makes its official début to- 
day with an Order fixing the prices of 
bread and flour. We submit to his col- 
leagues that Mr. Anderson s statement de- 
mands from them united and urgent repre- 
sentations to the Food Controller.

Military Tournaments. 


Military tournaments, for many years 
past, have been unfailing attractions, 
whether held in the open or under cover. 
It is interesting to reconsider their tradi- 
tional features in the light of our new and 
terrible experience of the real thing.” 
for instance, many 
critics condemned “bayonet v. bayonet.” 
asserting that the weapon was almost 
obsolete ; and those who declaimed in this 
fashion were not all civilians. They are 
silent to-day, for they know that the 
bayonet is an essential factor in what- 
ever mobility remains in the opposing 
armies in France and Flanders. Bayonet 
drill is now as important as the ordinary 
musketry course. Presumably, bayonet 
work will be displayed at the Tournament 
at Lansdowne road, Dublin, to-morrow 
and on Saturday, although it does not 
figure in the programme. A novel item in 
that programme is a gas helmet race—an 
innovation that no student of war could 
have foreseen ten years ago. Of the hardy 
annuals in such displays, tent-pegging, 
sword v. sword, and sword v. lance are 
not in the real programme of present- 
day fighting. In Russia bayonet v. 
lance was in practice in the earlier days 
when the Cossacks were advancing with 
the main body of the Russian Armies. 
Bomb-throwing will be most instructive, 
and should attract young cricketers to the 
sterner game of war. Wrestling on horseback 
promised to be more than a sport in the 
initial stages of the great war, after the 
brush at Compiégne Wood. Here again there | 
has been much more variety in the east of 
Europe than in the west; but we may, 
perhaps, expect new developments as the 
result of the Italian campaign. We are 
beginning to realise now why the wonder- 
ful Italian cavalry trained its horses to 
descend precipices. At to-morrow’s Tour- 
nament the workmanlike khaki will lack 
the lustre of the brilliant peace-time uni-

AN ESCAPE FROM ANTWERP. 
The Amsterdam Telegraa/, says the Ameter- 
dam Correspondent of Zhe Times, gives some 
pertaoulars of the adventure of the Belgian 
motor boat Scaldis, which left Antwerp on Sun- 
day, and arrived at Waleoorden, East Zeeland, 
on the same day, with Belgians for the Belgian 
Army. 
Belgian Government, waa confiscated by the 
Germans, who rechristened her the Schelde, and 
fitted ber up luxuriously for the use of the 
highest officers. A Belgian pilot, named Van 
Dingen, always known as Jef, was appointed 
captain, because Le knew the river intimately.

The Belgian civiliang were 
hidden below; the captain and two assistants 
alone remaived on deck. They passed Fort St. 
Maria, Fort St. Philip, and Fort La Perle, the 
German flag being saluted everywhere, and the 
soldiete presenting arms At Fort Doel the 
whole guard turned out Close to the frontier 
the motors stopped, the petrol being almost ex.

The bloodless 
liquidation of the mutiny shows the wisdom of 
the Russian people, and. of its Army and Fleet, 
‘in the persons of its Generals, Admirals, officers, 
soldiers, and sailors, who, in the face of a 
stern enemy have remained loyal in their duty 
to their Fatherland and their legal Govern- 
ment. Having assumed chief command of all 
the armed forces of Russia, I declare my com- 
lete faith in all the ranks of the Army and 
leet, in the Generals, Admirals, officers, 
soldiers and sailors, who have borne upon their 
shoulders the heavy trial of the past days. The 
half-year’s experiment of free existence could 
not fail to convince everyone that all extreme, 
irrational demands, not instantly carried out, 
wheresoever such demands may have come 
from, duly cause disturbance to the country.

Reports from Moscow, 
Iver, Poltava, Odessa, KRieff, Tsaritain, and the 
Caucasus state that the Army, together with 
the Soviets, are wholly on the side of the Al- 
Russia Executive Committee and the Provi- 
sional Government, and are taking all measures 
to mobilise the military and civil forces for the 
crushing of General Kornilof’s mutiny. The 
Provisional Military Committee requests all 
local councils and district organisations to make 
periodical reports concerning current conditions, 
and to take all measures for the establishment 
of garrisons in a state of military preparedness, 
and to ensure the suppression of all counter- 
revolutionary organisations, and their removal 
from the Commanding Staff. 


UKRANIAN STATEMENT. 

Acting on the command of the Secretariat 
of the Ukranian Central Rada. (Parliament), I 
announce, for the information of all military 
Ukranians, that the counter-revolutionary con- 
nase Le with General Korniloff at its head, 
threatens all victories of the revolution in the 
Ukraine, no less than in Russia.

THE SWEDISH “ EXPLANATION.” 


Reuter’s Agency is informed that so far the 
British Foreign Office has no official cognisance 
of the reply to the American disclosures, and it 
only received late on Tuesday ht from 
Sweden the text of the communiqué published in 
Stockholm. It is, therefore, impossible to 
make any statement, but it is felt in competent 
quarters the Swedish Note is a piece of special 
pleading. Even if Sweden takes the line that 
she was unaware of the contents of the messages 
it is felt such absence of knowledge would not 
relieve the complicity of the Swedish Govern- 
ment in unneutral action. It is clear the 
action taken was in the highest degree unneutral 
in character, and was acceniuated as a vicla- 
tion of definite undertakings given earlier by 
the Swedish Government. Sweden, too, must 
know full well that the objection to the trans- 
mission of messages in cypher through Swedish 
official channels did not apply to transmission o 
the United States only, but was general. It is 
impossible to believe that Sweden will be con- 
tent to allow the imputation upon her honour 
to remain without taking action to disavow 
the guilty parties. |

A Berlin telegram, received at Amsterdam, 
reproduces a lengthy apologia from the official 
Norddeutsche Aligemeine Zeitung in connection 
with the Swedish disclosures.

SOCIALISTS AND M. RIBOT. 


A Reuter’s Paris telegram, dated yesterday, 
2.530 p.m., says :— 

M. Painievé met his possible collaborators in 
the new Cabinet at 10 o'clock last night at the 
Ministry of War. In the course of the meeting 
M. Albert Thomas and M. Varenne left the hall 
to go and consult the mt delegates of 
the Socialist Party. y returned to take 
part in the discussion, but a quarter of an hour 
afterwards they left the hall again, informing 
the journalists that they were retiring definitely 
on account of the general composition of the 
projected Ministry. 

the other possible collaborators continued 
their deliberations, at the end of which M. 
Painlevé told the journalists that in conme- 
quence of the latest incidents he had not been 
able to realise the Cabinet of National Union 
which M. Poincaré had authorised him to form. 

M. Painlevé at one o'clock this morning went 
to the Elyeée to announce to M. Poincaré that he 
returned his mandate to form a new Cabinet, 
as he hed not been able to succeed in con- 
stituting a Ministry of National Union. 

The Matin gives further details of the inci- 
dente which led to the withdrawal of the 
Socialist Ministers from the Cabinet, which was 
about to held ite first meeting: M. Thomas de- 
elared his party could not agree to collaborate 
m a Cabinet with M. Ribot. “ We cannot,” he 
said, “ at a moment when we have refused our 
aid to M. Ribot owing to hia internal and 
foreign policy, agree to collaborate with him 
while he continues to hold the same portfolio.

During the 
month of August there were 39 ajtacks on 
French shipping, of which 17 were torpedo at- 
tacks by submarines on French merchant vessels 
or fishing smacks, Sixteen attacks took place in 
the Channel, 15 in the Atlantic, and 8 in the 
Mediterranean.

from the Commissioners of Public Works in 
Ireland. The loan need not be borrowed 
in a single sum, but as required, 
so that a borrower does not start to 


| pay interest upon money till ha actually re- 


quires it to spend. Repayment thus can be 
made by stages, while the balance of any 
separate sum may be paid off at any time 
on giving six months’ notice. The loan is to 
be made at the minimum rate for loans out 
of the Local Loans Fund at time of the ad. 
vance, and repayment may, by the sanction 
of the Local Government Board, be extended 
over a period as long as eighty years. That 
is a very important concession, for the limit 
for building loans is sixty years, and the 
usual term thirty or forty years. Extension 
of period, moreover, may not be made a 
ground for increasing the interest. ‘he charge 
of the Corporation upon the interests is to be 
a first mortgage, so that the city cannot lose, 
especially as the loans are only to cover a 
portion, and not the whole, of the rebuilding 
or restoration cost. A section of the Act pro- 
Vides that a tenant shall be compensated for 
unreasonable disturbance, applying the Town 
Tenanta Act [Section 5) to the circumstances 
of rebuilding, and preventing a landlord, after 
getting a new building with Government 
money, turning out & tenant without. com- 
pensation. 

In order to prevent discrimination on un. 
réasonable grounds, it fs provided that an 
application for an advance in accordance with 
the provisions of the section shall not be re. 
fused except where, and so far as. the Cor. 
poration cannot borrow money for the parpose 
from the Commissioners of Public Works in 
Ireland.
